Local Dairy and 
Producers Apply for 
Milk Price Increase 

J. B. Moore, Administrator of Milk Con¬ 
trol, Public Utilities Board, Edmonton, at a sit¬ 
ting in Blairmore Court House, September 20, 
heard an application from the Pass Dairy Lim¬ 
ited and producers supplying the dairy, for a 
3c per quart increase in the price of milk. Mr 
Moore will present the information from the 
hearing to the Utilities Board for ruling. 


John Driezen, Cowley milk pro¬ 
ducer, spoke on behalf of him¬ 
self and the other area producers, 
and showed by means of his own 
financial statement where he had 
only made a profit of $1191.74 on a 
40-cow herd in 1966. 

The statement also gave a com¬ 
plete break-down of expenses and 
costs against profit which showed 
each cow only netted the producer 
a total of $30.11 in 1966. 

Further figures showed a profit 
of only yic per quart in 1966 
against half cent per quart in 
1966, which indicated that rising 
operational costs were making it 
very difficult for a dairy fanner. 

E. R. J. “Bob” McGregor, 
chartered accountant of Lethbridge 
representing the Pass Dairy, pre¬ 
sented a financial statement of 
the dairy’s operation for the past 
ten months. 

Mr. McGregor stated that the 
company were operating on a very 
economical basis and that money 
in the firm was not squandered. 
He stated that the wages of the 
manager and the assistant man¬ 
ager was in the $300 per month 
bracket and that neither had en¬ 
joyed a raise in the past three 
years. The company, he said, was 
operating on a very low capital 
and resultingly two new trucks, 
that are badly needed, cannot be 
purchased. He also emphasized the 
fact that the company was having 
difficulty employing help at the 
present wage scale.

Joe Fauville, owner and oper¬ 
ator of the Pass Dairy, spoke on 
on the company’s behalf,-and in¬ 
dicated that the local firm was 
only charging 28c per quart for 
milk and that the Pincher Creek 
price for milk was 31c per quart, 
and in Michel and Fernie, B. C., 
the price was now 32c per quart. 

Mr. Fauville stated that in 1940 
employees received a pay cheque 
of $40 per month and milk sold 
at 10c per quart. Wages today, ne 
added, have gone up seven and a 
half times and milk has only gone 
up to 28c per quart. 

If the price of milk was to be 
raised in accordance with wages 
he said milk would now be sell¬ 
ing at 75c a quart. Mr. Fauville 
also compared the spread out and 
difficult winter time routes his 
drivers have to travel. In one case 
he stated one of his drivers nad 
to drive to Summit Lime Works 
and Sentinel Power plant at tne 
far west end of the Crows Nest 
Pass and sales in this district 
totalled only 16 quarts a day — 
resulting in a daily loss for the 
dairy. He stated that the producer 
too was faced with a tough prob¬ 
lem of getting milk to the dis¬ 
tributor. He referred to one in¬ 
stance where a producer in the 
Lee Lake district had to use a 
Caterpillar tractor and sleigh to 
get the milk to the highway where 
he was waiting with a truck to 
haul the milk to the plant.

Fire Prevention Week 
October 8 to 14 

Queen Elizabeth has issued a 
royal proclamation designating the 
week of October 8th to 14th in¬ 
clusive as Fire Prevention Week 
in Canada. 

The proclamation takes note of 
the fact that in the past 10 years 
in Canada, 812,000 fires have 
claimed the lives of 5800 persons, 
injured at least 19,400 others, and 
caused damage approaching the 
one and a half billion dollar mark. 

In her proclamation the queen 
urged that all buildings, whether 
homes or commercial property, be 
inspected for possible fire haz¬ 
ards and that proper plans of 
evacuation be formulated for the 
event of fire. 

For the three week period of 
October 1 to 21, fire chiefs all 
through Alberta will make daily 
reports of all fires to which they 
responded. These reports will be 
made public daily. 

In the province of Alberta last 
year, fire claimed the lives of 39 
persons and caused fire losses to 
property of over $12 million. The 
loss due to forest fires is not in¬ 
cluded in this figure. 

October Traffic 
Safety Conference 

A new definition of failure in 
our society is ... to be without 
access to a car. Cars are vital to

At least that is the view being 
taken by the Alberta Safety Coun¬ 
cil in its plans for a provincial 
traffic safety conference, set for 
Chateau Lacombe in Edmonton, 
October 13 and 14, 1967.

According to 
the Safety Council, it is intended 
to give those responsible for deal¬ 
ing with problems, posed to so¬ 
ciety and government by the mot¬ 
or vehicle, a place where they can 
exchange pfracticM ideas.

Poor weather in the early part 
of 1967 was responsible for a 
slight drop in attendance at Na¬ 
tional Parks in Canada for the 
period April 1 to July 31. Attend¬ 
ance dropped 6.05 per cent in the 
overall picture, although several 
’"'’•Vidual parks made significant 
attendance gains. 

St. Lawrence Islands National 
Park and Georgian Bay Islands 
National Park in Ontario record¬ 
ed attendance increases of 14.23 
per cent and 24.95 per cent re¬ 
spectively. Terra Nova National 
Park attendance jumped a signifi¬ 
cant 51.37 per cent with 176,13-3 
visitors compared with 116,389 for 
the same period last year. 

Attendance was down slightly in 
Banff National Park, Alberta (4.10 
per cent) while Jasper National 
Park, Alberta, showed an increase 
of 1.29 per cent. Waterton Lakes 
National Park, Alberta, also gain¬ 
ed .66 per cent in attendance over 
last year. National Parks attend¬ 
ance dropped considerably in 
Fundy National Park, New Bruns¬ 
wick (25.58 per cent) and Prince 
Edward Island National Park (28 - 
51 per cent). Expo is considered 
a contributing factor to the Mari¬ 
time visitor decline. 

It is expected the losses in at¬ 
tendance will be made up, and an 
overall increase shown with bet¬ 
ter weather in August and Sept¬ 
ember.

Botulism in 
Waterfowl 
Population 


As a result of abnormally warm 
weather and receding water levels, 
S. B. Smith, Director of Fish and 
Wildlife, Alberta Department of 
Lands and Forests, warns that 
many areas of the province are 
experiencing outbreaks of botu¬ 
lism in waterfowl populations. 

East - Central Alberta appears 
to be the area most greatly af¬ 
fected to date. 

Waterfowl suffering from botu¬ 
lism poisoning are generally list¬ 
less and are unable to fly. Death 
rates of waterfowl from this cause 
is extremely high. 

Hunters are cautioned against 
picking up dead or disabled water- 
fowl as the toxins in them can 
prove detrimental to man. 

Any flying waterfowl are almost 
certain to be unaffected and are 
therefore safe for human consump¬ 
tion. No ill effects will be experi¬ 
enced by handling sick or dying 
waterfowl. Thorough cooking will 
not insure safe eating. Hunters 
may be assured that any flying 
bird has not been affected by botu-

A First Aid Tip From St. John 
Ambulance 

Burns are perhaps the most mis¬ 
treated injuries known to first 
aid. Nothing, other than water or 
sterile dressings, should be used 
in their treatment, warns St. John 
Ambulance. 

Where the skin has not been 
broken .immersion in cold water, 
or the application of a cold wet 
cloth will relieve the pain. Where 
the skin has been broken, infec¬ 
tion is a particular hazard. The 
burn should not be breathed on 
or touched by anything other than 
a sterile covering, and the pa¬ 
tient should be taken to a doctor 
as soon as possible. Even super¬ 
ficial burns, if over a large part 
of the body, should be treated as 
serious. 

Remember, with elderly people 
and pre-school age children, all 
burns are serious and a doctor 
should be consulted.

During the month of October, in 
16 of the larger centres of the 
province, adoption meetings will 
be sponsored by the Department 
of Public Welfare to give informa¬ 
tion, to show pictures, and to pro¬ 
vide an opportunity for couples 
interested in adopting a child to 
get first-hand information — witn- 
out commitment — about how sim¬ 
ple it really is to adopt a child. 
Do you really know how much 
an adopted child could mean to 
you life and your family? The 
Department of Public Welfare is 
willing to help you in every way 
possible to find out about and do 
something about adopting a child. 
I am convinced that there are 
many hundreds of people in Al¬ 
berta who have the erroneous idea 
that they can’t adopt a child be¬ 
cause they don’t own their own 


home, because they don’t have 
enough money in the bank, or be¬ 
cause they think there is too much 
red tape involved in adopting a 
child. 

I invite these people to write to 
or visit the nearest office of the 
Department of Public Welfare and 
arrange for one of the Depart¬ 
ment’s social workers to see them 
and start on the road to a life¬ 
time of happiness and joy, and in 
doing so insure that no child in 
need of an adoption home is de¬ 
nied one because of misunder¬ 
standing or lack of information. 

Every child needs a mama and 
daddy and I'm sore Alberta has 
thousands of couples willing and 
anxious to share their homes 
with and shower their love and 
affection upon a dear little home¬ 
less child. I know from experi¬ 
ence the joy it brings.

First Legion Award 
To Dutch People 

OTTAWA, Ont. - Dr. Willem 
Enklaar, Burgomaster of Holten, 
Holland, is in Canada to receive, 
on behalf of the people of The 
Netherlands, the Royal Canadian 
Legion’s International Award of 
Merit. 

This is the first time that such 
an award has been made, and it 
is being given to Dr. Enklaar in 
his capacity as Chairman of The 
Netherlands War Graves Com¬ 
mittee. 

The presentation will be made 
by Legion President Ron MadBeath 
of Moncton, at The Netherlands 
Pavilion, Expo, on Monday, Sept¬ 
ember 18 at 3:30 p.m. 

The medal is the Legion’s way 
of showing its appreciation for 
the years of devotion which the 
people of The Netherlands have 
shown to the memory of Canada’s 
war dead. 

Since 1962 over 1100 Canadians 


have visited war graves of rela¬ 
tives in Holland. 

These 12 pilgrimages have been 
jointly arranged by the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Legion and The Nether¬ 
lands War Graves Committee. 

The Committee, composed of 
private citizens, has received an 
estimated 40,000 pilgrims since 
1945. Most of these have been Brit¬ 
ish. J 

When a Canadian pilgrim goes 
to Holland, all expenses while 
there are covered by either the 
Committee or the Dutch people. 
The Committee supplies ground 
transportation and meals; the 
Dutch people open their homes 
to the Canadians for the nine- 
day visit. The Netherlands Com¬ 
mittee will also pay the trans-At¬ 
lantic air fare of any qualified 
person who does not have the 
funds to make the trip. 

The pilgrimages are occasions 
when many Canadian mothers 
have met the people who have 
been caring for their son’s grave 
for 22 years. A large number of 
Dutch people adopted graves af¬ 
ter the war and have faithfully 
cared for them ever since. 

Although t h e Commonwealth 
War Graves Commission does a 
remarkable job of caring for the 
6331 Canadian graves in Holland, 
the Dutch people provide the per¬ 
sonal touch. 

A typical Sunday afternoon at 
the Holten Military Cemetery re¬ 
veals dozens of bicycles at the 
gate; children, teen-agers and 
adults diligently inspecting the 
rows of freshly cut flowers which 
they have placed on the Canadian 
graves. 

One such person was G H. Bos 
of Holten. Last year his w ,Y ! 
just prior to the arriv 
Canadian pilgrims. She 
ied on the day a Rem*.:. 

Service was being held £o. 
Canadians. Mr. Bo6 forgot his per¬ 
sonal grief long enough to remem¬ 
ber the Canadians: he had the 
flowers from his wife’s funeral 
placed at the foot of the Cross of 
Sacrifice in the Canadian Ceme¬ 
tery.

Portable Lamps—Pretty and 
Practical (B. C. Hydro)— 

Portable lamps are too often 
chosen just as accessories. True, 
they should complement the style 
of furnishings, but care in choice 
and use can ensure that they are 
useful as well as decorative. 

HEIGHT — When you choose a 
table lamp for your living room, 
consider not only the height of 
the lamp but the height of the 
table on which it will stand. — 
These two heights together should 
bring the lower edge of the shade 
just about eye level. If the lamp 
is too tall, there will be uncom¬ 
fortable glare — too low and you 
lose useful light. 

SHADE MATERIAL - Table 
lamps for reading should have a 
white lined shade for good re¬ 
flection. The shade material 
should not be so thin that you can 
see the image of the light bulb 
through it. Somewhat translucent 
light shades are generally good, 
although if the lamp is viewed 
against a very dark background, 
near opaque is a better choice to 
cut down brightness contrasts. — 
Large wall areas and ceilings 
should be kept fairly light in color 
to reflect light from your portable 
lamps and prevent discomfort of 
brightness contrasts. 

SHADE SIZE — For a reading 
lamp, the lower diameter of the 
shade should be 15” - 16” to give 
a good spread of light. A gener¬ 
ous top diameter ensures soft up¬ 
ward lighting, particularly neces¬ 
sary if portable lamps are the 
main source of general lighting. 
Very narrow shades bottle up the 
light and should only be used on 
lamps that are strictly decorative. 

BULB LOCATION — Lamp bulbs 
should be positioned low in the 
shade for two reasons. It means 
more light down when it’s most 
needed and it improves the ap¬ 
pearance of the lamp since the 
bulb is less visible. 

LAMP LOCATION—After choos¬ 
ing your lamp, place it correctly 
for comfort and good light level. 
A table lamp should be placed m 
line with the user’s shoulder. Tail 
floor lamps should be placed at 
the rear corner of the chair and 
chesterfield to avoid the discom¬ 
fort of glare. To add flexibility to 
your lighting, 3-way sockets and 
3-way light bulbs provide the right 
amount of light for reading or low 
level relaxing. 

No matter what part of your 
home you consider, indoors or out, 
planned lighting adds immeasur¬ 
ably to enjoyment.
